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LIGHTS 


By Robin J. Flanagan 


No matter how old we are, nothing is more dazzling than seeing the Christmas-tree lights every year. 
Here’s a tree that’s just as bright! For that personal touch, decorate it with a collection of quilt pins. 


MATERIALS 


¢ Scraps of red solid 

¢ Scraps of green prints 

¢ 2 1/2" square brown for tree trunk 
e 1/2 yard background fabric 

¢ 1/2 yard border fabric 

¢ Backing 28" x 31" 

¢ Batting 28" x 31" 

¢ All-purpose and quilting threads 


INSTRUCTIONS 


1. Prepare templates using pattern pieces 
given. Cut as directed on each piece. 

2. Cut background as follows: two rec- 
tangles 5 1/2" x 8"; two squares 5 1/2" x 
5 1/2"; two rectangles 3" x 5 1/2"; and 
two strips 2 1/2" x 12". Cut one brown 
square 2 1/2" x 2 1/2" for tree trunk. 

3. To make tree units, sew A to B and 
add C then D to make a triangle. Repeat 
to make 20 pieced triangles. 

4. Referring to Figure 1, arrange units in 
rows and join; add previously cut back- 
ground pieces and E to complete inner 
pieced section. Press. 

5. Cut two border strips 3" x 25 1/2" and 
two strips 3" x 27 1/2". Sew shorter strips 
to top and bottom and longer strips to 
sides. Press. 

6. Layer backing, batting and pieced top 
with batting on the bottom, backing right 
side up and top right side down. Pin 
securely and stitch all around leaving a 
12" opening to turn. 

7. Trim excess batting and backing, clip 
corners, remove pins and turn right side 
out. Turn seams of opening inside and 
slipstitch closed. 

8. Quilt as desired accenting tree shape 
and pieces. Personalize with buttons, rib- 
bon bows or other decorative items as 
ornaments. 


9, Prepare a sleeve for back to hang. i 
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INSTRUCTIONS 


1. Prepare templates using pattern pieces given. 
Cut as directed on each piece for one block. 


2. Sew all light and dark B triangles together. Start 
sewing into the top three rows following the piec- 
ing diagram and Figure 1, inserting A squares 
where necessary. 

3. Referring to Figure 1, complete the block. 


4. The block shown was batted, backed and quilt- 
ed and then finished as a small wall hanging or 
mat for a table center.

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MATERIALS 

¢ 1/3 yard blue for A, B and C 
¢ 1/4 yard blue for D 

¢ 1 fat quarter sky/border fabric 
¢ 3/8 yard sand/border fabric 

¢ 12" x 12" piece for ground 

¢ 1/8 yard tree trunk fabric 

¢ 1 fat quarter leaf fabric 

¢ Backing 28" x 34" 

¢ Batting 28" x 34" 


INSTRUCTIONS 


1. Prepare templates using pattern pieces 
given (pages 27-31). Cut as directed on 
each piece for one block. 


2. Sew four A squares together referring 
to Figure 1 for color placement. Add B 
triangles to each side of the pieced A sec- 
tion. Add C and then D triangles to com- 
plete the square. Square up to 6 1/2" x 
Gi/2% 

3. Repeat for 12 Monkey Wrench blocks 
changing colors as necessary referring to 
Figure 1. 





4. Arrange the pieced blocks in four rows 
of three blocks each, again referring to 
Figure 1 for placement. Sew in rows; join 
rows. Press. 

5. Cut two strips sky fabric 3 1/2" x 

24 1/2". Sew one piece to left side first. [, 
Sew the second piece to the top. Trim off 
excess fabric. 


6. Cut two strips sand fabric 6 1/2" by

on head; glue snout to head just below center. 


Basecoat pig with peach. For insides of ears, mix a dab of peach 
with white to make cream; paint insides of ears in the same way 
as the bunny and kitty. 


Mix equal parts of red with peach to make dk. pink. Float dk. 
pink onto pig as follows: around top and sides of head; around 
outside of body; along outside and inside edges of each ear; 
around top of tail and snout; and across top of each leg where 
legs meet body. For tail, use dk. pink to paint floral wire. With 
red, paint mouth at base of snout; let dry. 


To finish pig, glue wiggle eyes above snout. For nostrils, glue seed 
beads side by side to end of snout. Curl tail wire around handle 

of paintbrush to coil; slide wire off handle. Wrap one end of wire 
to back of body below tail; glue to secure. me 


Dog 

(See Fig. 7.) For ears, glue long side of one 
triangle to each side of square head, 
making sure ends of triangles are even with 
top edge of head; let dry. Turn head right 
side up. Glue large circle muzzle to bottom 
half of head; glue small circle nose to top of 
muzzle so that top edge of nose is even 
with top edge of muzzle. For forehead, glue one oval horizontally 
across top of head, eo” from nose. Glue second oval on top of 
first, leaving 4” of bottom edge of first oval showing. Let dry. Turn 
dog over and glue small circle tongue to center bottom of 
muzzle.

Basecoat the head, muzzle, ears, and forehead with tan. Basecoat 
nose with black. For tongue, mix equal parts of red with white to 
make med. pink; paint tongue with med. pink. 


For spots, thin burnt umber with tan to make med. brown. Using 
photo as a guide, paint two spots on each ear and one spot at top 
center of forehead. Use burnt umber to outline each spot. For 
eyes, paint two dots, evenly spaced, on each side of nose with 
black; paint a highlight dot in each eye with white. Use black to 
paint whisker dots on each side of nose; let dry. 


Chicken 

(See Fig. 8.) For body, glue large circle to 
medium circle head so that head and body 
overlap %”. For comb, glue two small circles 
side by side at top of head. Turn chicken 
right side up. Glue small circle to top front of 
head, overlapping head and comb. With 
rounded ends at bottom of head, glue one 
teardrop wing to each side of body so that 
wings point slightly outward.

Cotton fabrics 
have been used for 
the projects in this 
publication because 
they launder nicely, 
but when if comes TO 
choosing faprics, as 
long as types Or 
fabrics are not mixed 
— anything goes! 

Once all the coordi- 
nating falbries have 
been cut into appro- 
priate sized blocks, as 
designated in the list 
of materials for each 
project (height x 
width), they will be 
ready to be sewn 
together 

Using a ‘/4" seam 
allowance, machine- 
stitch fabric blocks 
together as shown 
in corresponding 
diagrams and/or 
photographs. 

When piecing -fatsric 
blocks together to 
make quilt, pillow, or 
ornament fronts, first 
machine-stitch fabric 
blocks together in 
horizontal rows and 
press seams. Then 
stitch all horizontal 
rows together and 
press seams again. 

Set pieced quilt, 
pillow, or ornament 
front aside.

Stitch by hand or 
with a buttonhole 
stitch on a sewing 
machine. In either case, 
be certain all stitching 
Is done through both 
ayers: the embellished 
front and the cotton 
patting. 

Assembly instruc- 
tions for each project 
specify two or three 
strands of embroidery 
floss for outlining the 
designs.

To finish the quilt, 
pillow, or ornament, the 
backing faloric must be. 
machine-stitched to.

If making a pillow, 
stuff it to its desired 
fullness with polyester 
stuf fing, 

Whip-stitch with 
two strands of 
embroidery floss to 
close the opening. 

If preferred, use 
a single strand of 
quilting thread. 








HOW TO: 
STEP EIGHT 


Some of the 
projects in this publi- 
cation use hand- or 
machine-quilting as the 
final step. 

This quilting step 
will add to the look of 
the piece and give the 
overall appearance 

of a unique, hand- 
made quilt pillow, or 
ornament Howeven 
this step can some- 
times be time consum- 
Ing and may result in 
the project taking 
longer than two hours 
to complete. There- 
fore, it is offered only 
as an option and can 
be added to or 
deleted from any of 
the projects in this 
publication. 
For the beginner 
use a fade-away pen 
to draw the design(s) 
onto the finished guilt, 
pillow, or ornament 
front so that stitching 
Is easien For the 
expenienced, stitch 
freehand, adding to 
the individuality of the 
finished piece.
